“These facts have produced constant- 
ly growing needs and demands which 
they are making upon modern society. 
The tenden-y of wages has been up- 
ward to meet these conditions.”’ 

Mr. Gompers does not look to Social- 
ism for much assistance in solving the 
troubles between employer and employe. 

“There are too many brands of So- 
clalism,’’ he said, ‘‘ts hope for anything 
from its widely differing theories. I am 
in favor of applying to the labor ques- 
tion methods that have ends, the effi- 
clency of which we know something 
about.’’ 

When asked whether union labor 
would continue to invade the political 
field, as one of the means of obtaining 
the results he had indicated, Mr. Gomp- 
ers said: 

“Whenever the opportunity is preseni- 
ed for using the political field in an ef- 
fort to accomplish the betterment of 
labor, we intend to follow that course. 
Not‘ only organized laber but workers 
who act independently wre fast coming 
to recognize the slight differences he- 
tween political parties. The province 
of the people, nowadays, is to espouse 
lest of bettering their 
condition.’ 

Alluding to the controversy between 
President Roosevelt and E. WH. Harri- 
man, the labor leader pointed to it as 
an ilustration of the direct manner in 
which combined capital sought to ob- 
tain its purposes through politics. 

“T see the President referred to me,”’ 
he said, ‘‘and the information I fur- 
nished concerning the use of capitalis- 
tic campaign funds by political parties, 
wher I mace my ae tour through 
several states at the last general else- 
tion. These ere some of the reasons 
why the greatest publicity should 
given to such contributions. -I am 
great believer in publicity. It makes 
men more candid and less apt to try to 
use trickery to offset lonesty of pur- 
pose.”’ p

[BREWERIES BUSY 


AGAIN: PAY HIGHER 


Employes Win Substantial In- 
crease in Wages by Final 
Agreement. 


PEACE FOR TWO YEARS 





Enforced Idleness Cost bm- 
ployers Half a Million, 
They Estimate. 


The deserted appearance of the St. 
Louis breweries gave way to the cus- 
tomary hum of activity in all the de- 
partments Thursday, following the ad- 
justment of the strike which began at 


noon last Friday. 

The men, as a whole. are well satis- 
fied with the results of their six days 
idleness. Though they lost the pay 
for these days, they figure that this 
will soon be made up by the perma- 
nent increase in wages obtained through 
the strike. 

While some of the men were offered 
as much before quitting as they. have 
now accepted to return, the brewers 
and malsters, who originated the strike, 
have gained in some cases $1.50 a week 
more. The most they were offered to 
stay at work was a $1 increase. 

The cost of the strike to the brewery 
owners, according to W. J. Lemp Jr., 
was approximately $500,000. ‘his esti- 
mate includes wasted materials, the 
loss of time and of trade and the cost 
of regaining business. The smaller 
plants suffered most from the loss of 
materials. In the Busch and Lemp 
plants one of the chief items of loss 
was the neglect of outside business. No 
trode was lost in the city. 

Shipping of beer from the two big 
plants began Wednesday afternoon, 
soon after the settlement of the strike 
at 2:30. The firemen returned to the 
furnaces in the boiler houses at 11 p. m. 

Seven of the eight unions affected by 
the strike signed contracts with the 
St. Louis Brewers’ Association at a con- 
ference in the Wainwright building, pre- 
ceding the official end of the strike. 
The engineers had signed a 5-year con- 
tract Tuesday. The other contracts are 
for three years, but may be terminated 
at the end of two years by either party 
on 30 days’ notice. The new scale is a 
compromise between the former wages 
of the workmen and the demands of 
the strikers.

More Wages for All. 


The increase in wages under the terms 
of the agreement is as follows for the 
various classes of employes: 

Brewers and malsters — Wash-house 
‘men, from $15 to $16.50 a week, cellar- 
men, from $16 to $17.50; bottlers, from 
$1.70 for a day of 9 hours te $2 for day of 
$ hours; fireman, from $15 a week to 20 
cents an hour for 8&s-hour day, seven 
days a week; freight handlers, from $2 
for 9-hour day to 27% cents an hour; oil- 
ers, from $62.50 a month with 10-hour 
day to $15 a week with &-hour day; en- 

ineers, from $20 to $23 a week: drivers, 
rom $14 and $15 and from $16 to-$16.59 
a week; ice pullers, $2 for 8 instead of 
10 hours work a dav: laborers, from 
$1.89 for 9-hour day to $2 for 8-hour day.
